NARCISSUS 

(Daffodils  and  Jonquils) 

From  the  genus  Narcissus  we  get  our  earliest,  as  well  as  our 
most  beautiful  bulb  blossoms.  These  lovely  flowers  are  of  easy 
culture,  and  will  adapt  themselves  to  any  soil  condition. 

To  briefly  explain  the  words  Narcissus  and  Daffodil:  Daffodil 
is  the  English  name  for  a  large  family  of  plants,  and  Narcissus 
is  the  Latin  name;  in  other  words,  they  are  the  same  thing. 
However,  custom  has  decreed  that  they  do  not  mean  the  same 
thing,  hence  the  confusion. 


KING-  ALFRED 

The  word  Narcissus  is  generally  confined  to  the  pure  white 
petaled  types,  like  the  Poeticus,  and  the  bunch  flowering  varie¬ 
ties  like  Paper  Whites.  All  other  varieties  are  classed  as 
Daffodils. 

The  bulbs  increase  rapidly  and  a  dozen  or  so  to  start  with 
will  soon  give  a  generous  supply  of  cut  flowers. 

Set  the  bulbs  5  to  6  inches  deep  and  6  to  8  inches  apart.  Lift 
and  separate  the  bulbs  every  third  year  for  best  results. 

Select  your  varieties  carefully  and  you  will  have  blooms  over 
a  period  of  several  months. 

All  prices  quoted  are  for  large,  round,  No.  1  flowering  size 
bulbs.

(Large  Trumpet  Types) 

Glory  of  Sassenheim.  Bi-color,  white  perianth  with  large  deep  yel¬ 
low  trumpet;  attractive  and  very  popular.

TULIPS 

Imported  directly  from  Holland’s  leading  wholesale  bulb  grow¬ 
ers.  The  bulbs  are  extra  large,  clean,  and  full  of  vitality.  They 
represent  the  best  that  can  be  obtained  at  any  price. 

Planting.  Set  the  bulbs  6  inches  apart  and  4  to  5  inches 
deep,  in  slightly  raised  beds  or  borders  to  allow  for  adequate 
drainage.  In  preparing  the  soil  use  about  Yz  pound  of  bone  meal 
to  each  square  yard  of  planting  area;  mix  thoroughly  through 
the  soil. 

(Note) :  Immediately  after  the  plants  have  bloomed,  they 
may  be  lifted  and  heeled  in,  in  some  secluded  part  of  the  garden, 
to  mature  the  bulbs;  thereby  making  the  space  previously  occu¬ 
pied  by  these  bulbs  available  for  other  plantings. 


TULIP 


Darwin  Tulips 

This  particular  type  is  especially  well  adapted  to  culture  in 
our  Western  gardens.  They  are  one  of  our  finest  bulbous  flowers 
and  merit  use  in  every  garden.  Their  charming  bright  colors 
give  a  splendid  effect  during  the  early  Spring  months. 

Bartigon.  Immense  flowers  of  dazzling  scarlet  produced  on  long 
stiff  stems.  By  far  the  best  early  tulip  of  its  color. 

Centenaire.  Large  flowers  of  clear  lilac-pink  with  blue  center. 

Clara  Butt.  Very  fine  flowers  of  deep  apple-blossom  pink;  one  of 
the  old  favorites. 
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Farncombe  Sanders.  Beautiful  scarlet  with  pure  white  base.  The 
flowers  are  extremely  large  and  well  formed.

One  of  our  finest  bulb  flowers;  they  are  delightfully  fragrant 
and  come  in  a  grea'.  variety  of  colors.  They  make  a  magnificent 
display  when  growr-  in  beds  in  the  garden  and  are  equally 
attractive  as  a  pot  plant  for  the  house. 


HYACINTH 

For  outdoor  culture  set  the  bulbs  so  that  the  tops  will  be  3  to 
4  inches  below  the  surface  of  the  soil  and  6  to  8  inches  apart. 
For  pot  culture  use  a  4  inch  pot  for  a  single  bulb  and  a  6  to  8 
inch  pot  for  2  to  4  bulbs.  Leave  the  tops  of  the  bulbs  just  above 
the  level  of  the  soil  in  the  pot.  Give  a  thorough  watering  and 
put  away  in  a  cool  place  out  of  doors.  Cover  with  3  inches  of 
straw.  About  Christmas  time  bring  the  plants  in  the  house.  Do 
not  give  too  much  bright  light  or  keep  too  warm  at  first. 

Gertrude.  Delightful  shade  of  carmine;  very  good. 

King  of  the  Blues.  Beautiful  dark  blue. 

Queen  of  the  Blues.  Soft  azure  blue. 

La  Victorie.  Fascinating  bright  red. 

L’Innocence.  Pure  white.  Yellow  Hammer.  Clear  yellow.

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ANEMONES 

A  very  charming  mid-winter  and  spring  flowering  class  of 
bulbs.  They  are  valuable  as  bedding  and  border  plants  because 
of  their  neat,  compact  appearance.  The  colors  of  the  flowers 
range  from  the  deepest  blues  and  purples,  through  the  reds  and 
luminous  pinks  to  bronze  and  translucent  gold.  A  planting  of 
Anemones  and  Ranunculus  near  each  other  forms  a  very  effec¬ 
tive  combination. 

During  the  dry  season  the  bulbs  should  be  soaked  4  to  5  hours 
before  planting,  then  plant  in  a  well-drained,  sunny  location.

Chrysanthae  Flora.  A  highly  improved  St.  Brigid  type.  Very 
double.  The  blossoms  closely  resemble  those  of  a  double  Chrysan¬ 
themum.

Cultural  Notes  tor  Growing  Beautiful 
Sweet  Peas 

The  soil  where  the  Sweet  Peas  are  to  be  planted  should  be 
dug  to  a  ue  th  of  18  inches.  They  are  deep  rooting  and  are 
heavy  feedei  therefore  a  liberal  amount  of  fertilizer  should  be 
inc^^t  '.  *ted  into  the  soil  to  insure  vigorous  growth  and  large 
flc  .  Firm  the  soil  by  tamping  before  planting.  The  seeds 
ai  „  ually  sown  in  a  trench  about  three  inches  deep,  and  cov¬ 
ered  only  three-quarters  of  an  inch.  The  balance  of  the  soil  is 
filled  in  gradually  after  the  plants  are  about  four  inches  high. 

Place  the  seed  one  to  two  inches  apart  in  the  trench.  Thin 
the  young  plants  to  six  inches  to  prevent  crowding.  Provide  a 
support  for  the  vines  while  they  are  still  quite  small.  As  the 
plants  develop,  the  soil  around  the  roots  should  be  kept  damp 
but  never  permitted  to  become  soggy.  Flowers  must  be  gath¬ 
ered  often  and  all  seed  pods  removed  to  insure  a  long  blooming 
period. 

If  you  intend  growing  Sweet  Peas  out  of  season  the  vines 
must  be  protected  with  a  covering  of  cheese  cloth.  This  may 
be  used  as  a  protection  from  the  sun  in  the  summer,  and  from 
the  chilly  winds  in  the  winter.
